device being designed so that it can be 
raised or lowered in such a manner that, when 
the (or each) conveying device is raised, 
articles thereof can be moved by moving the 
(or each) conveying device (see Dl, column 3, 
lines 22-44 / D2, page 2, line 111 to page 3,

Therefore, all of the features of claims 1, 8 
and 16 are known in their entirety from Dl or

4. Dl discloses a method for conveying articles, 
(at least) one conveying device being raised 
in such a manner that, when the (or each) 
conveying device is raised, (at least) one 
article is raised (see: column 3, lines 22- 
44; figure 6) . 

Therefore, all of the features of claim 15 
are known in their entirety from Dl . 

6. The additional features of dependent claims 
3, 5, 8, 11, 12, 15 and 16 are also known 
from Dl . 

The additional features of dependent claims 2 
and 9 are also known from D2 . 

7. Although claims 1 and 8 are drafted as 
separate independent claims, they seem in 
fact to relate to the same subject matter, 
the only apparent difference being in the 
definition of the subject matter for which 
protection is sought. The claims are 
therefore not concise, and they do not meet 
the requirements of PCT Article 6,

8. The dependent claims have not been drafted in 
the two-part form defined by PCT Rule 6.3(b).
